In the instant application, claims 1-13 are cancelled and claims 14-33 are pending. 
According to a non-final action dated Jan. 28, 2008, claims 14-33 are now subject to a 
restriction and/or election requirement. 

The Patent Office has alleged that the product of group I (claims 14-27 and 30-33) 
and group II (claims 28 and 29) are inventions that are independent or distinct and would be 
a serious burden on the Examiner if restriction is not required because the inventions 
require a different field of search. 

While Applicants respectfully disagree, they elect the products of group I (claims 
14-27 and 30-33) with traverse. In addition, once patentable subject matter is agreed upon, 
Applicants respectfully request reconsideration and rejoinder of the remaining claims 
(claims 28 and 29) as claims 28 and 29 would depend from and incorporate all the elements 
of the patentable product claims.
